Th* status of the deaf ami dumb will 
always remain atationary, as long as 
I In- profeaaion which has, for its main 
object, their education and social 
elevation, is open to debasing itillu- 
eticijs. Oseoi I he in is the employment 
of cheap, transient and unde^iiable 

i ra. Of that class of tea* 

i he most objectionable arc often the 

thomaaWea'. They are 

half educated, suisjiicioiiH and unpro 
gressive. Of nine deaf mutes who 
were, to my knowledge, oonn 
with a certain establishment in the 
capacity of teachers, only three were, 
by thei> education and native ability, 
entitled to a place in the small b and of 
effective teachers of the land. Jiul 
the question comes: Why should the 
rest of those teachers have bee, 
ployed ? There must first be some 
imataoon that induces or justifies 
such B course. Were the motives 
honorable or prompted by an unselfish 
regard of the interests of the deaf 
and dumb? If they were not, the 
tendency is to degrade the profeaaion, 
and, as a matter of course, the brunt 
of suffering falls on the deaf and dumb 
children themaelvea. No noble mind 
ed deaf mutes would willingly make 
a living out of the misfortune of his 
own kindred. Knowing his own 
worth be simply says: ''If 

I am til for the position, take rue. II 
I am not, why, do not take uc 
the moment my service h that 

the profession stands in tieed ol them, 
it preaoppoaea that a point is a

to overlook my deafness. It is then 

that you must, pay me us much as you 
would any speaking teacher/' That 
is the gist of the whole matter.
